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DETAILED ACTION 
Remarks 

This Office action is responsive to applicant's amendment filed on June 20, 2006. 
Claims 1-4 are pending. 

Information Disclosure Statement 
The Information Disclosure Statement (IDS) filed on March 15, 2006 has been 
considered by the examiner. As noted in the prior Office action, these references were cited in 
Form-892. As these references have already been cited in this application, the citation of these 
references in the IDS has been lined-through. 

The inclusion of a European Search Report with the March 15, 2006 IDS is noted. 
To what extent EP 0 917 226 and JP 01-286257 may have been "X" references to originally- 
filed claim 1 is not deemed applicable to the present form of the claims, as neither reference 
teaches or suggests the allowable feature of the claimed invention, noted below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 and 103 
The rejection of claims 1 and 2 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) or 35 U.S.C. 103(a) based on 
Watanabe et al. (U.S. Pat. 5,728,485) has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4 are allowed. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
does not teach or suggest the instant invention regarding the claimed first and second polymer 
electrolyte particles having a first and second particle size, respectively, which are different. 
While Watanabe et al. as relied upon in a prior Office action teaches polymer electrolytes being 
different in size insofar as its support catalysts are different in size, Watanabe et al. does not 
teach the particle sizes of the electrolytes themselves as different, nor do the patentees teach a 
second polymer electrolyte itself having a second particle size.
